Four months later Mr. , Ár 
again ey lodging to the team, but, as no 
notice had been served on him to remedy that 
breach, the Minister could not use it as a 
ground of forfeiture without serving another 
notice. The fact was that the Minister had 
misconstrued the section of the relevant Act 
by treating as remedial breaches which could 
not be remedied, and that the defendant had 
been quick to seize the loophole opened for 
him when the Minister had told him in effect 
that he could avoid a forfeiture for the two 
specified breaches by ceasing to commit them. 

he defendant was also charged with 
breach of covenant by using the property 
otherwise than for the sanctioned use. That 
charge would not do for a forfeiture notice, 
because it failed to specify the particular 
breach complained of, and the Minister's 
advisers had recognised that it would not do 
by proceeding to specify the particular 
breaches committed in connection with the 
boarders and the carpenter’s shop. 

Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy said that the 
whole claim to forfeiture was unsustainable. 


THE INJUNCTION SOUGHT

using the property otherwise than for the use 
sanctioned by the lease. That was a claim 
which the Minister was entitled to make. 
Having regard to the defendant’s inveterate 
cacœthes a covenant breaking, he had no 
hesitation in granting the injunction to the 
Minister, the injunction to endure so long 
as the lease and the covenant, subsisted, The 
order would hibit any other use without 
the consent of the Minister. 

The Minister claimed £300 for damages for 


the defendant’s breaches of covenant. The 
Minister had a legal right to insist upon the 
defendant’s observance of a subsisting 


covenant, but the damages were imaginary 
and the nominal damage suffered by the 
Minister would be fully compensated by an 
award of one shilling. 


There was also a claim for waste, but as 
the lease was one for 99 years, the claim 
founded on waste was premature, and he 
would, therefore, exclude it. That exclusion 
would be without prejudice to any claim that 
the Minister might have in respect of the 
breaking down of a wall facing the roadway, 
and the removal of ihe pertition wall between 
the old chapel and the diningroom in the 
workhouse premises, when the lease termi- 
nated by fluxion of time or by forfeiture, 
surrender or otherwise. He would order an 
inquiry confined to the damage occasioned 
to the reversion by the taking down of other 
walls, and the inquiry would, if the defendant 
desired, include the question whether he was 
justified by any reasonable necessity in 
taking down of any of those walls. There 
would be no damages in any case where Mr. 
Kenny could prove justification. He granted 
the inquiry only because the Minister was 
entitled to it, and had asked for it, and not 
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
